While the pro blem o f rapid transit by ele­ 
vated ro ads is in co urse o f gradual so lutio n, 
engineers and men o f business are co nsider­ 
ing mo re ambitio us plans fo r this city and 
New Yo rk, invo lving the co nstructio n o i 
what is called “ the scientific street.-’ 
When 
this highway o f the future is co mpleted its 
surface will bo free fro m all o bstructio n 
which can interfere with the o riginal uses o f 
a tho ro ughfare, while railro ads and tele­ 
pho ne wires will run beneath the surface. 
Descriptio ns o f the wo rk have already been 
published, and an especially interesting ac­ 
co unt o f it was given by Mr. Ho wland li. 
Hazard in a paper read befo re the American 
Institute o f Engineers at its meeting in 
Philadelphia last year. 
The fo llo wing ex­ 
tract will sufficiently indicate the nature o f 
the plan as pro po sed fo r Bro adway, New 
Yo rk. 
THE GENERAL PLAN. 
The ro adway between the curbs furnishes 
all the acco mmo datio n required fo r all pur­ 
po ses. 
It is divided into two sectio ns; the 
o ne centrally placed affo rds acco mmo datio n 
fo r way and express tunnels. 
The sectio ns 
o n either side dispo ses o f the existing imped­ 
iments o f the street at the po int o f access to 
the abutting ho uses. 
By this dispo sitio n o f 
the street all requirements are - fulfilled. 
A 
smo o th, no iseless and uno bstructed surface 
is pro vided fo r pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic. 
Express and way trains fo r rapid 
transit. 
Permanent ho using 
fo r so wer, 
water, gas, steam, pneumatic, electric co n­ 
ducto rs and pipes, with access thro ugho ut 
fur inspectio n, and all the cases in imme­ 
diate co ntact with the premises where the 
co nnectio ns are to be made. 
In neither o x* 
press no r way statio ns is private pro perty 
taken, no r at any po int do es the structure 
abut private premises, even during co n­ 
structio n. 
CONSTRUCTION. 
The metho d o f co nstructio n is as fo llo ws: 
street excavatio n is effected in sectio ns, and 
is go verned by the extent and character id 
the traffic. A unifo rm platfo rm o f co ncrete, 
abo ut two feet in thickness, flo o red by haif 
inch o f Trinidad asphalt, is laid, extending 
acro ss the street at the maximum base depth 
o f abo ut seventeen feet, fo rming a fo unda­ 
tio n fcr the who le structure. 
Upo n this is 
erected the external vault wall, securing to 
the abutting pro prieto r the permanent use 
o f the who le vault and area undisturbed 
thro ugho ut the standard sectio n. This vault 
wall is fitted while under co nstructio n with 
suitable co nnectio ns fo r gas, steam, electric­ 
ity, sewer and water at every ho use. 
This 
wall is also the external wall o f the pipe gal­ 
leries, arranged adjacent to either curb. 
The galleries are subdivided lo ngitudinally 
and co ntinuo usly, by beams riveted to their 
internal and inserted in their external walls. 
WIRES AND PIPES. 
Access thro ugho ut is pro vided at the ter­ 
mini and statio ns, and they are calculated 
fo r access to , ho using and inspectio n o f the 
tubes, pipes and wires. ♦The electrical co n­ 
ducto rs o f the vario us telegraph, telepho ne, 
lighting, burglar alarm, messenger co m­ 
panies are arranged anti-inductively, upo n 
shelves riveted to the ro o f and gallery 
beams. 
There being no permanent flo o r 
abo ve tlie fo undatio n, the pipes in either 
gallery are accessible fro m abo ve o r belo w, 
¿ street o pening fo r repair, replacement o r 
co nnectio n is thus who lly o bviated. 
The in­ 
ternal frame suppo rting the galleries is 
fo rmed by iro n co lumns, place! fo ur feet 
apart, and co incident with tho se fo rming 
the o uter wall o f the way railway tunnels. 
These co lumns are co mpo sed o f two angle 
iro ns riveted, and rest upo n a co ntinuo us 
granite fo undatio n. 
FUl’Ii RAILWAYS. 
The 
pace remaining between the pipe 
galleries is dispo sed in fo ur railway tunnels, 
fo r tae acco mmo datio n o f an up way and ex- 
pro -s and a do wn way and express train. 
These tunnels are fo rmed by five ro ws o f 
co lumns, each co mpo sed o f fo ur angle iro ns, 
arranged lo ngitudinally fo ur 
feet apart, 
resting o n a co ntinuo us granite ba-e, the 
spaces between the co lumns at the fo unda­ 
tio n and the ro o f being filled by a panel 
co mpo sed o f a to ugh, no n-reso nant mate­ 
rial. 
This panel fulfills a do uble functio n: 
it co mpletes the tunnel fo r purpo ses o f ven­ 
tilatio n, and it prevents reso nance, which I 
might bo caused by the rapid passage o f a 
train thro ugh a tunnel with metallic walls. 
THE ROOF SUPPORT. 
The ro o f is suppo rted and the who le struc- i 
tu re tied by beams placed fo ur feet fro m j 
centers which extend acro ss the entire -pan.

Put in, to run by your wat er-power 
a couple of good pumps. 
[You can, by 
the wmy. purchase a couple here very 
cheap. 
They have been thoroughly test­ 
ed and never failed to do fully as good 
work as the efficient steam pumps now' in 
use | 
Build an iron reseryoir and keep 
it filled by tin* pumps at the w ater-power, 
which can be kept running at little ex­ 
pense; especially at uiglit when there is 
a surplus water power. 
From the tank 
run your pipes to hydrant» in ale parts of 
the city. 
In fear that the water-power 
might fail, at some time when needed, 
put in a steam pump at a cost of five or 
six thousand dollars (probably much less) 
to be used iu case of an emerganc>’, You 
would not need to use the steam engine 
for years, probably, as by keeping the 
reservoir full enough water and pressure 
could be had immediately for all fire pro­ 
tection purposes. 
W ith water power uud 
good pumps much quicker 
and bet­ 
ter service cun be had than where it is 
necessary to a certain extent to steam up. 
But with the suggested methods you will 
find a great saving in theexpeuse. 
If the 
city controls the Water-Works you will 
find revenue coming in instead of going 
out and you can furnish water to citizens 
as cheaply asyou possible and all who can 
allord it will feel a desire to take water, 
us the amount paid will be a reduction of 
that amount on the taxe» from water rents. 
The city will be able to furnish water to 
the people at very much less rates than a 
company would or could. 
Where the 
water rent could he turned over to pay 
taxes people would he very much more 
free to patronize the enterprise than un* 
der circumstances where tho funds are 
taken from the city. Above all other con 
sidération do not permit persons without 
either experience or sense to put in your 
pipes. 
See to it that the mains are prop­ 
erly placed in the ground; that the pipes 
arc made to stand a certain pressure; and, 
above all do not put m cheap hydrants. 
A uoor hydrant would completely destroy 
the efiieiency of good water pipes and 
pumps. 
There is considerable machinery 
about the Hydrant and if the valves and 
drip gates and other contrivances are not 
first class much trouble will result.

tion of the cttv lnsv cause great loss of
